Ten Years Ago 


THREE SURVIVE 
PASSING TIME 


This year the NSW Federation quietly cel- 
ebrated its 10th birthday. 


We feel many of our read- 
ers would be interested in 
some flash-backs to those 
early days when soccer in this 
State was re-born. 

Whenever we can find the 
space, we will publish excerpis 
from two little weekly public- 
ations of 10 years ago: ‘‘Soc- 
cer World” and “Soccer 
Weekly News”. 

“Soccer World” then was a 
small sized weekly program, 
the official organ of the NSW 
Federation of Soccer Clubs. 

Apart from the identical 
name, it had no connection 
with today’s SOCCER 
WORLD which started pub- 
lishing on July 12, 1958. 

The “Soccer Weekly News” 
was the official program of 
the NSW Association which 
is now defunct. 

During 1957 the battle bet- 
ween the Federation and the 
Association took pride of 
Place in Sydney soccer and 
dozens of accusations and 
counter-accusations were 
printed in both these prog- 
rams. 

As this battle has now be- 
come part of our soccer hist- 
ory, from time to time we 
will quote relevant passages 
from both sources.

Editorial in “Soccer World”, 
April 6, 1957: 

“Today is a red letter day 
for the Federation of Soc- 
cer Clubs, marking the official 
opening of our 1957 soccer 
season.
